He Shows W hat the Messr s. Lemp 
H ave Hone for the City In the 
Past Two Y ear s. 


To the Edito r o f 
t h e D e m o c r at . 
In p eru sing y esterd ay ’s C a p ita l, 


I w as p articu larly im p ressed w ith 


th e rem a rk s of M r. J . M . C a nno n 


a t T u e sd a y nigh t’s m eeting of the 
B u siness M e n’s clu b,w hen he m ade 
u se of th e follow ing langu age in 
re ferring to one of S ed alia’s ind u s ­ 
tries : 
“ T h e Moerschel b rew ery r e p re ­ 
sents an inv estm ent of over $60,- 
000, a nd y et w ith 15,000 barrels 
o f beer u sed here every y ear, they 
o nly sell 2,coo. 
T h ey have a ca ­ 
p a c ity th a t cou ld fu rnish all the 
beer u sed here. 
A barrel of beer 
is w o rth som ething like $9 , w h ich 
m eans th a t we send over $100,- 
000 ou t of 
the city every y ear 
for beer alo ne.” 
I have no desire to disp u te the 
accu racy of M r. C a nno n’s figu res, 
b u t at the sam e time I do desire to 
call a tte ntio n to the fact th a t the 
M oerschel 
B re w ing Co. is “ not 
th e only p ebble on the b e a c h ,” so 
to sp eak. 
W e have in Sedalia the W . J . 
L# emp B re w e ry association, rep re­ 
sented by M r. E . G. Cassidy , a 
citiz en w ho has never w earied in 
w o rk ing for 
the 
Q u een 
of 
the 
P rairies, and a brief sketch in re- 
^ ga r d to the indu stry m a y no t be 
^ o u t of p lace at this tim e. 
W ith o u t asking so m u ch as one 
dollar bonu s, the Messers. L e m p 
ca m e to S edalia and ex p ended in 
ex cess of $100,000 in the erection 
of a cold storage dep ot, ice p lant, 
etc. 
T h e y took the initiativ e in 
e re c ting on W e st M ain street a 
ro w of bu ildings th a t are a credit 
to the city , a nd the w riter is glad 
to k no w th a t the inv e ntm e nt has 
' 
p ro v ed a sp lendid su ccess. 
M r. C assidy , w ho indu ced the 
L e m p s to 
invest 
so ex tensiv ely 
here, is one of the city ’s very best 
bu siness m en, whose p u rse is ever 
o p e n to adv ance the P rairie Q u e e n’s 
ev ery m aterial interest. 
A c c o rd ing to m y w ay of th ink ­ 
ing, the L e m p s’ p lant is as m u ch 
of a hom e ind u stry as is the M o e r­ 
schel p lant. 
T h e L em p s at p res­ 
e nt give e m p lo y m e nt to a force of 
th ir ty p eop le, and the aggrega te 
sales are in the neighborhood of 
10,000 barrels of beer annu ally , 
i 
A s stated, it was throu gh M r. 
C a ssid y ’s influ ence th a t this large 
p la nt cam e to Sedalia. 
T w o y ears ago he first su ggested 
to th e L em p s th a t a cold storage 
w arehou se and central beer dep ot 
cou ld be m ade p rofitable in S edalia, 
th e p o int near the center of a large 
te rrito ry , ta p p e d by railroads di­ 
v e rging a nd m a k ing connections 
w ith ev ery im p o rta nt line in the 
state. 
M r . C assidy p u t 
his 
idea on 
p ap e r. 
H e redu ced to figu res the 
sa v ing in freights, the saving in 
tim e, th e sav ing in dep reciation of 


p erishables by h av ing them in cold 
storage in a central location. 
H e show ed the L em p s on p ap er 
how su ch a p lant as he su ggested 
w ou ld look, and they were inte r­ 
ested. 
W illiam J . L em p , jr., came 
to Sedalia 
and looked over the 
field. 
H e retu rned to S t. Lou is, 
a nd cam e back w ith Charles A . 
L em p , treasu rer of the association. 
T h e y 
w ere p leased 
w ith 
M r. 
C assidy ’s p lans, and they ex p ressed 
w onder th a t they had not sooner 
seen the adv antages su ch a p lant 
and su ch a central storehou se w ou ld 
give them . 
T h e y rep orted to the 
L em p association and the idea was 
at once adop ted. 
A ll of the above is a m a tte r of 
history . 
B u t this is not all that 
the L em p s p rop ose doing for S e­ 
dalia. 
A s has been chronicled in 
the local p ress, 
they 
have 
p u r­ 
chased a large tract of gro u nd near 
the M ., K . & T . dep ot, and I u n­ 
derstand th a t in 
the near fu tu re 
they will take step s th a t will do 
m u ch to w ard im p ro v ing th a t p o r­ 
tion of the city . 
J u s t 
w h a t 
im p rov em ents 
are 
c o ntem p late d I have not been ad­ 
vised, bu t ju d ging from their other 
inv estm ents here I feel satisfied the 
Messrs. L e m p will again do th e m ­ 
selves p rou d. 
If w e have a home indu stry that 
deserves fostering at the hands of 
the p eop le of Sedalia, su rely , ac­ 
cord ing to m y w ay of th ink ing, it 
is the L em p s. 
T h e ir local agent, M r. Cassidy , 
has large inv estm ents here. H e has 
show n his faith in Sedalia by erect­ 
ing tw o of the handsom est bu siness 
blocks in the city on his o w n re­ 
sp onsibility , and has also bu ilt him 
a home on W e s t F ifth street th at 
in p oint of beau ty and elegance is 
not su rp assed in Sedalia. 
G iv e every

w h e n this is 
done 
Sedalia will 
realize th a t she owes m u ch to the 
Messrs. L e m p and E . G . Cassidy .

Training School to Be Estab­ 
lished In Colorado. 


CHANCE FOR YOUNG MEN 


If You Desire to Become a Trained 
Athlete, Here Is Your Op­ 
portunity .

K . Cooper, D. H. Moffat and C. 
D . Gurley.

a b o v e ‘ board of directors will be 
several prominent officers of the 
regular Jirmy, 
W hile 
the 
new 
school is not directly 
connected 
w ith the military department of 
Uncle Sam, it has the sanction of 
the war department, and w ill be 
looked upon as a kind of adjunct to 
W est Point. 
T o give the men the advantage 
of riding, trailing and scouting on 
the mountains, plains and valleys 
continuous camps will be formed. 
T h e immense distances are also to 
be utilized in developing the new 
signal service system of wireless 
telegraphy. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
striking innovations will be that of 
putting in the field a mounted R. ed 
Cross auxiliary. 
T he National Rough Rider M il­ 
itary encamppient is the outgrowth 
of ideas crystallized by the late war 
w ith Spain, and is an institution 
made iTseful, if not necessary, by 
the great changes in military tac­ 
tics which the last ten years have 
recorded. 
A t the time of the breaking out 
of the civil war, rough riding was 
unknown in any of the armies of 
the world. 
In every army there 
were bodies of cavalry, and they 
were, as a rule, unwieldy and im­ 
mobile ^ forces, and maintained in 
many cases more as an ornament 
than 
for 
use. 
They 
were, 
of 
course, at times useful, when it was 
desired to hurl a great force in 
mass at the enemy, but the brunt 
of fighting was done by the in­ 
fantry, which was considered the 
real force of war, and that, conse­ 
quently, to which the greater at­ 
tention in development should be 
paid. 
It was the confederate cavalry 
which first showed to military men 
and to the world generally that in 
thb rough riding reposed a force 
in which there were immense pos­ 
sibilities 
of 
development. 
The 
awakening came one morning when 
Gen. Stuart, with a small body of 
rough riders, swooped down upon 
the union army, 100, 000 strong, 
encamped in front of Richmond, 
broke down the federal outpost, 
drove its reserves, a squadron of 
cavalry, into camp, and after in­ 
flicting much damage 
upon 
the 
union 
camp, 
and having 
filled 
their haversacks with government 
rations, were out of reach before 
" oursuit could be made. 
T hat happened in May, 1862. It 
opened the eyes of both armies to 
the possibilities of the 
man on 
horseback, and each side was quick 
to take advantage of the sugges­ 
tion which Gen. Stuart and his 
daring horsemen so emphatically 
impressed upon the sensibilities of 
the union army before Richmond. 
T he development of the rough 
rider has progressed steadily from 
that day until this. 
H o w glori­ 
ously he showed his mettle in the 
late war with Spain, and how gal­ 
lantly he is doing it today in the 
Philippines and in South A frica 
arc matters of recent history.
